Now it is needeful-here to know the 
Miſtozie which is wꝛitten in the ſecond 
boke ofKings,y fiftenth Chapter, ho 
7 heglath Phalaſar king of the Airtans 
came in the dapes of Pecah king of Iſ⸗ 
rael, and toke and carried away Cap⸗ 
tiue Gilead and Galile, being almoſte 
the thir de part of the land of Iſrael, to 
both ſides of Joꝛdane. It is merte alſo 
to knowe that which is wꝛitten in the 
ſenententh Chapter of the ſamobwke 
of Rings, how Sa/mana/ar an other kyng 
of the Allirians, beſieged Samaria 
th:& peares, and caried awape all Jl 
Among ths the rael.. Theſe were two darkneſſes, that 
tighe fignt. is, two plagues oꝛ ſcourges , Fox after 
denke, the maner of the Pebzewes, lyghtſig- 
darineſfe Nifieth pꝛoſperitie, darkneſſe aduͤerſitie: 
aducrlitie. fa that in aduerſitte no grace, no god | 
neſſe ſhineth vpon them, but mere trou- | 
ble and the greatneſſe of Gods w2athe 
ouerſhadoweth them. Concerning the 
firfte darkeneſſe, wherein Galite and 
Gilead were cariedaway, Eſay calleth 
it a ligy: affligion.fo; it was only vpon 
part 
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of ChriſtTeſus '. * 
part of the land, neyther did it continue 
very long. But the darkeneſſe whiche 
followed was woꝛſe and moze intolle⸗ 
rable,whe as the king of the Afſirians, 
after he had made warte thze yeres in 
the land, at the laſte caried it all awaye 
Captiue. Which two plagues t darke⸗ 
nelles were types oz figures of the 
plague that ſhoulde come afterwarde, 


when as the Jewes were ſpoyled and orig 
caried a wape both in body and — in bo: 


in ſpirite;when they were caried of Ba- 77.5 
tan from God and his woꝛd: vnto vani⸗ 
tie and lyes. In body, when they were 
diſpearſed of the Romaines ouer the 
whole wozld: whereof Eſay in manye 
places maketh metio, But we wil now 
mtreate.of the pzophefie of Eſave , and 
learne to know our Lo2zd Jeſus Chzift,:

Heere 
nowe beginne contention and offence at 
the light: Fo2 albeit this light did ariſe, 
and was pꝛeached to al the people, vet a 
great part rcfuſed to receine it, foꝛ they 
would not ſerme to be blinde 02 in dark⸗ 
nes, but thought thẽſelues to be in light.

Tue Tevys light and doctrine, and ſheweth that they 
reioyce not axe of two loztes : where as it is lapde 
dat is John 1. The light ſhineth in dar leneſſe, and 
deere. ; the darkneſſe comprehended it not. This is 
u. that whereof we fpake befoze , that a 


greate 
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-great part of the Jewes is offendedand 


fumbleth at the light, as it is againe 
ſapde John. He came vnt⸗ his ewone , and 
his owne receiued him not. Holobeit a few, 
namely the refuſe and dꝛegges, and the 
baſeſozt of the Jews receiued the light. 
This is that which he ſayth, thou haſt 
not increaſed, oz thou haſte demi⸗ 
niſhed they} iope, whiche maye 
bane a double vnderſtandyng. One, 
that there be fewe of the Jewes which 
ſhall retopce at thys lyghte, yea a 
great parte are ſo hardened , and are 
bꝛoughte into ſuche furie and rage, 
that they do perſecute it vnto the laſte 
houre of their life. The other ſenſe is, 
there is great ioy among the Saintes, 
where the Goſpell hath god ſucceſſe, ſo 
that many are conuerted. Ok ſuche toy 
the Apoſtles toke but little of Þ Jews, 
pea they did rather gretly lament their 


hardned faith, as it is manifeſt in Paul, 


Rom. d. and Eſay hymlelfe declareth the 
ſame,Chapiter .3z. when he ſapeth: 7 he 
meſſengers of peace ſhall weepe bitterly: that

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is, the Apoſtles which pꝛeach peate, and 
the Golſpel, ſhall lament greatlye, «4c. 


when as not withſtandyng the Jewes 


oughte to take exceeding greate plea⸗ 
ſure and top thereat, foz that they ſhold 
belteue, loꝛaſmuche as ſuch a light was 
zaomiſed and bꝛought of Chꝛiſte hym⸗ 
ſcife to them eſpecially befoze all nati⸗ 
ons of the earth. 

But the foꝛmer ſenſe is rather to be 

liked, and docth better agree wyth the 

The Ievvs texte, when it is ſaide that there is ther⸗ 
otcnved at loze ſo little ioy,foꝛ that fo man ot the 
3 _ Gentiles areconuerted ; Foz it grieued 
none ſo muche that the Gentiles were 
conuerted, as it did the hardned Jewes, 

Nowe it is not fitly ſayde that there is 

little ioye, and that not many do there⸗ 

foze reiopte, bycauſe the Gentiles be- 

licue the Goſpel, and it is thus much in 

effect: It doth vere and trouble many, 

moze than tan be ſayd,that Chꝛiſte cru- 

cified is receiued of ſo many Gentiles,

daye in our tyme it ſhoulde be ſapde :

Foz the qualifie and nature of thys 
kingdome is ſuche, that it alwaies cons 
ſiſteth in encreaſing and multiplying. 
Foꝛaſmuche as the Goſpell is not idle, 
neyther reſteth, but hath his courſe, and 
is ſpꝛed ouer the whole world, vntill the 
laſte dave ſhall tome. Df ſuche nature 
and condition, there was neuer anye 
_ Kyngdome in the Earthe,whyche dyt de 
a:wayes encreaſe, fo: woz'dlye Ryng⸗ 
domes are at the laſte diminiſhed and 
bzoughte vnto nothing: ſo that by god 
1 thys name is pꝛoper to thys 
kyng 
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Kyngdome onely., that it alwaies is en- 
creaſed, augmented and made greater. 
\ Powbeit thys commeth to paſſe 
meruellouſlye, and contrarpeto all rea- 
ſon; Foz all Kyngdomes doe oppole C 
themle.ues againſt thys Ryngdome, fe 
even. the whole wozlde.is againite it, 
ſo that it appeareth as thoughe it didde 
decap, and were a diminiſhed Kynadom, 
foz that the outwarde fozme thereof 
is nothing elſe but to dye, and to ſuffer 
of euerye one, ſo that reaſon is enfoꝛced 
to ſap that the nature thereof conſiſteth 
in diminiſhing and dꝛawing to deſtru⸗ 
ſcion. But this hath ſufficiently appea⸗ 
red to be otherwiſe. Þieruſalem was a 
moſt mighty Citie, which togither with 
all Judea did ſtriue againſte the Chꝛi⸗ 
flians with might and maine. The part 
of the Chꝛiſtians was then very (mall, 
butthe parte of the Jewes was verye 
exceding greate,ſo the Empire of the 
Jewes mpghte bee well called an en- 
creaſing Empp2e . But what came to 
paſſe: After the ſpace of.zo,-yeares,there 
ttt was 
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was not left one ſtone vppon another at 
Jerufalem.Theſtate ofthe Jews was 
vtterly ouerthzowen,and they diſperſed 
ouer the whole wozld : then the Chaiſkis 
ans were multiplied among alnations, 
Rome alſo then being chiefeſt empire in 
the wozlde,did oppoſe it ſelfe againſt the 
miſerable and ſmall kingdom of Chꝛiſt, 
but it was not long befoze Rome togy-. 
ther with hir kingdome laye in the duſk, 
and the Chziſtians were ſpꝛed ouer the 
whole wozlor. And ſo the kingdome of 
Chzifte is maruclloufiye multiplyed by 
the wonderfull wozks of the fix names. 
Howbeit al thinges muſte be lwkedfo2, 
and receyued by Faith, euen as they 
were al ſpoken and pꝛopheſied ol in ſpi⸗ 
—. min: 
Moꝛeouer, there ſhall bee no ende ol 
W d Peace as long as thys kyngdome ffan- 
dome of deth, but it ſhall ſtande fo2 euer, as it is 
Chrite 1; ſapde. Such Peace no other kingdomes 


Peace shall 


haue no euer had, foz it is not carnall Peace but 


Ae. ſpirituall, as we haue ſaied: And albeit 


this kingdom ceaſe to be entreaſed and 
. multiplyed 
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multiplyed in the day of indgement,wht 
the number of the elece is fulfilled, pet 
Peace ſhall not ceaſſe, but ſhall con- 
tinue foz euer without end. That is, 
there ſhal be onely eternall ioy, and per⸗ 
petuall gladneſle in this kingdome, wht- 
the beginneth here by Faith, and conti⸗ 
nueth vnto the life to come, 

And ok theſe woꝛdes is gathered a 
frong reaſon, that the laſte daye ic. the 
reſurreais of the dead muſt needs come.

And pet notwithſtanding it is 
ſaid ol al, that vnto them this Childe is 
boꝛne, and vnto them this ſon is gyuen, 
that he may be their king, e they liuing 
in his kingdome, may enioy perpetual x 
eternall Peace. Nowe he is not a king 
of the dead, but of the lining: neither tan 
the dead entoy efcrnall Peace, it folow- 
eth therefoze, that they mufte all lyue, 
that is, they muſk ariſe from the deade, 


yea they do even nowe lyne into Chailt

not the God of the dead, bus of the luing. All 
the ſentences of the Scripture whyche 
ſpeake of the Kyngdome of Chaifte, if 
thep be duely and thzoughly confldered, 
do conclude, that Chziſfe muſte be God 
andman, and that not onelye hee muſte 
riſe from the dead, but that all men alſo 
muſte riſe, F02 if hee muſte be an eter⸗ 
nall king, it is necefſary that he be Lozd 
and Conquerour of Death and Synne: 
which necefſarplye pꝛoueth that hee is 
God,foz 5 this is pꝛoper to God alone. 
And fozaſmuch as he is bozne man, it 
neceſſarily followeth that he muſte dye, 


and yet riſe againe, that hee maye bee a 


king foz euer,foz he that is dead can not 
be a king. Ifſo be that the Saints muſk 
be tn his kingdome, and eniope eternall 
Peace, they alſo muff riſe frb the deade, 
fo2 ̊ Chꝛiſt cannot be a king of 5 dead. 
So the damned alſo muff riſe, that they 
may receive thepz reward, t be ſubdued 
vnder his fete as enimies,þ ſo be maye 
be iudge and Lozd bath of the living, e 
alſo 
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alſo of the dead. 

The ſame the text folowing alſo doth 
confirme, whyche affyzmeth that thys 
peace ſhall hauenoend , andthat thys 
King ſhal ſit vpon the thꝛone of Dauid, 
and vppon his Kyngdome. Now thys is 
ſufficietly manifeſte,that the thꝛone and 
kingdome of Dautd did not flouriſhe a⸗ 
mong Angels, but in earth ouer menne, 
namely ouer the people of Iſraell, & the 
nations inhabiting about them. Nep- 
ther was Dauid an eternall King, noz 
could hane an eternall kingdome. This 
text therfoze doth neceſſarily pꝛoue, that 
$ kingdom, which Dauid gouerned, be⸗ 
ing carnall and foz a tyme, muſt be, and 
continue vnder this king ſpirituall and 
eternall.Moꝛeouer, they are dead which 
pertayned to the Aingdome of Dauid, 
they muſte certainly therefoze be raiſed 
frb 8 dead, that vnder this eternal king, 
they may liue foz euer. and inisy euer⸗ 
laſting peace. Se how myſfically, with 
howeffectual reaſons Scriptur confic 
meth,þ al mẽ mult beraiſed tro ß dead: 
P. ij. and 
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EY ChziffÞ king mult bee raiſed befoze- 
al, and a boute all, beyng the firſfe fruits 


of them that ſlepte, as Paule doth excel- 


9.752" ſently well admoniſhe Timothe that he 


remember that Chꝛiſte dyed, and is ri⸗ 
ſen againe accoꝛding to the Scriptures: 
As if he ſaide, thys ſemeth ſo incredible 


and is ſo wonderfull , that vnleſſe one* 
ſticke firmelye to the Scripture, reaſon 
cannot abide it,neither will anye man 
euer belene it.

of the end therof,he appertaineth tothe 
whole wozld. Foz it behoued that there 
ſhould be a certaine peculiare people, to 
whom he ſhould be pꝛomiſcd, foꝛ that he 
could not be boꝛne of al people, noꝛ of p 
ſede of al, howbeit he was to be exhibi⸗ 


ted not to that people onely, but euen to 


the whole woꝛld. Mherefoꝛe there arg 
other ſentences of Scripture, which de⸗ 
clarehowe Chꝛiſt was to be communt- 
cated to the gentiles alſo, albeit he was 
not pꝛomiſed to them, wherof Eſap ſpe- 
keth nothing here, but in the woꝛds go⸗ 
ing befoze he doth, where he ſapth, 7 hen 
haſt multiplied the people, and not increaſed 
their iy. But here he ſpeaketh of the 
pꝛomiſed king, yea he pꝛomiſeth a king

This king doth not dye,leaning heirs 
behind him, as did Dauid, but he ſhal bs 
Crit ha à king foz euer, and ſhal eternally raign 
au. in his kingdome.Wherby again the re- 
ſurrection of the dead, and eternal life is 
pꝛoued as it were by certain witneſſes. 
Now he ſhall not gouerne and ſtabliſhe 
his kingdome with weapons, and with 
troupes of armed men, after the maner 
ol Þ kings of this woꝛld, but with indges 
ment and iuſtice, and he ſhal then begin, 
when he is placed in his thꝛone, « ſhall 
neuer after make an end. What judges 

mente and iuſtice is, I haue elſe⸗where 
oftentimes declared, as where J haus

That is called iudge⸗ 
ment, which condemneth and puniſheth 
al vnrighteouſneſſe and iniquity.Moꝛe⸗ 
auer, to make that theme in this kyng⸗ 
dome be god, righteous, holy, c blamles, 
this is to oꝛder and ſtabliſh it with righ⸗ 
teouſneſſe. All whiche he wil doe by hys 
holy ſpirite, which hal renue e change 
men. Foz ſcing that al men be ſinners 
and defiled with wickedneſſe, they per⸗ 
tayne nothing to his kingdome, wherin 
they onely muſte be that are rightesus, 
god and holy. Whych the pꝛophet mea⸗ 
neth, when in effec he ſayth: This king 
ſhal bꝛing to paffe Þ in his kingdom hal 
fouriſh righteouſneſſex godneſſe,and þ 
his people ſhall be righteous and holpe, 
not by their owne woꝛkes, but he by his 
wozkes and ſpirite will oꝛder and ſta⸗ 
bliſh the. Whtch is then done whe they 
belene in him, and ſuffer him to wozke 
in them by his woꝛd and ſpirit. 
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
